Now that the full force of the Japanese drive is concentrated, the 
defenders are unable to hold the outposts against the superior Ja- 
panese military equipment, particularly aeroplanes and artillery. The 
defences are being stiffened at Lingyuan, where _strongly-entrenched 
machine-gun nests are expected to check the Japanese advance 
through the pass.—Reuter. : aes :

Her last book. was published only 
four months ago. It was unfinishe 


pleted by Miss Vallings. 

It Is called “The Private Life 
of Mr. Justice Syme,” and tells the 
story of a High Court judge who 
presides at an Old Bailey murder 
trial resembling. the Mrs. Thomp- 
son and Bywaters trial, the point 
being that the judge's own wife.

Lucas Malet was ‘not only 
famous in her own right, 

was the daughter of 
Charles Kingsley, authdr of 
“Westward Ho!" “Hereward the 
Wake,” and “The Water Babies.”
